SILVER PEAK IS 


AGAIN REVIVING 


That 'Once Famed Mining District 


Is Now Coming to the 


Front.

The once famous Stiver Peak min- 


ing district tn Esmermlda county, Ne- 
vada, southeast of the Tonopah dis- 
trict, is another field that is experienc- 
ing a revival and giving promise of 
awakening to another period of pro- 
duction after a long sleep. The Tono- 
pah Miner says 
"Parties In from the 


Silver Peak country speak encourag- 
ingly of the condition of things there 
and say there Is more activity appar- 
ent there now than at any other time 
In its history. 


On the Silver Peak properties, which 


are owned by the Blair estate of Phila- 
delphia, forty men are employed get- 
ting the mines In shape for practical 
work. The Tonopah 
Mining Com- 


pany, which recently bonded a prop- 
erty near the peak, employs ten men 
and is opening up a promising claim. 
A large number of prospectors are at 
work In and around the Peak, and some 
valuable ledges are being opened up." 


The Silver Peak district was a great 


one In years long past. 
The prop- 


erty of the Silver Peak Mining Com- 
pany is credited with producing $1,000,- 
000 by free milling processes from ores 
that were largely base, and the Mary 
and other mines were once important 
producers. The district attracted much 
attention In early days and few dis- 
tricts have been more studied and re- 
ported upon by mining erigineers. H. 
W. Turner, late of the United States 
Geological Survey, has written of this 
district as follows 


"The first conservative report which 


has appeared in print appears to be 
that of R. H. Stretch on what was 
then known as the 'Silver Peak Dis- 
trict.' This district comprises 
the 


veins carrying chiefly silver 
values, 


and includes the Vanderbllt, Pocotillo, 
Quartz Hill and Slsson groups of veins. 
Lying west of the Silver Peak district 
Is the district then known as the 'Red 
Mountain district,' In which the veins 
carry chiefly gold values. This dis- 
trict covers the larger part of the sum- 


mit of Mineral ridge, and In It are 
located the chief mine* of the present 
Silver Peak Mining Company, the 
Drtnkwater and associated mia.es, the 
Western Soldier, the Last Chance, the 
Mary mine, and the mines on the sum- 
mit of Mineral ride* worked at pres- 
ent by the Valcalda Brothers, the 
Crescent mine, the Eagle mine, *nd 
others In the vicinity. In the subse- 
quent reports of Dr. A. E. White, J. 
Ross Browne, Rpssiter W. Raymond 
and J. E. Clayton, the mines of the 
vicinity of Silver Peak are likewise 
referred to the two districts described 
In Stretch's report. . 


"According to J. Ross Browne the 


first discovery and location, of mineral 
lodes In this region was made in the 
Red Mountain district In 1863, and a 3- 
stamp mill was erected during the next 
year 
In 1864 the mines of the Silver 


Peak district were discovered and a 10- 
stamp mill was built in the fall of 1865, 
which ran for a short time with mod- 
erate success. 
The property then be- 


ing sold to a company of Eastern capi- 
talists, the mines were worked on a 
more liberal scale. According to R. 
H. Stretch this ID-stamp mill treated 
chiefly the silver ores, also containing 
gold of the Pocotillo veins. J. Ross 
Browne, who visited the region in 1870, 
states that the principal gold veins, 
the Crowning Glory and the Drink- 
water, were worked by the Silver Peak 
Mining Company In I860, and the pres- 
ent 30-stamp mill was built prior to 
1870. 
Subsequently other mills were 


erected by other companies. 
All of 


the ore of the district appears to have 
been treated by free" milling processes. 
In recent years, however, the cyanide 
process has been used to work over 
the tailings, and some galena ores have 
been shipped to the smelter. In 1900 
the mill of the Mary mine, together 
with the cyanide plant attached to It 
and the 4-stamp mill of Leldy and Mc- 
Aftee were the only reduction works 
in operation."
